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I, Ernst Rudolf Anders, of 19, 
Baumschulenstrasse, Dreaden-Blasewitz' 
Germany, a German citizen, do hereby 
declare the nature of this invention and 
5 in what manner the same is to be per- 
formed, to (be particularly described and 
ascertained in and by the following state- 
ment: — 

Tea, ground coffee and similar sub- 
Iq stances are often supplied in gauze bags 
which are filled and packed mechanically 
and subsequently employed as infusers in 
the preparation of the beverages, the sub- 
stances being proportioned in the bags to 
j,. meet different requirements. 

When the bags are served out, say in 
a restaurant for customers' own use, they 
are ordinarily difficult to handle in that 
they persist in floating on top of the 
20 where they look untidy and where 

the infusion cannot be carried out effec- 
tively. 

For maintaining the bag immersed in 
the liquid, it has been proposed to supply 
25 a wire having at one end a coil to which 
the bag can be attached by means of its 
tying string. 

This attachment of the (bag to the coil 
and its subsequent detachment from the 
30 same can hardly be effected without the 
bag being touched by hand which is incon- 
venient and unhygienic. 

The object of the present invention is 
to provide a handle which can be attached 
35 to and removed from the bag with the 
greatest ease, and the invention consists 
in the provision of a handle in the form 
of* a rigid rod, spoon or tube having at its 
lower end simply a hook or a slit wherein 
40 *be string can easily be engaged without 
the bag being touched by hand. 

Fig. 1 of the accompanying drawings 
represents a view shewing such a holder 
in use, 

Fig. 2, a view of a holder of modified 
40 construction, 

Fig. 3, a view of a further modifica- 
tion, 

a view of a holder in the form 

of a tube, 

&u Fig. 5, a view shewing a modification 
of the tube, 
Fig^ 6, a view of a h older in the form 



of a spoon, 
Fig. 7, a view of a bell-shaped holder, 55 
Fi ? . 8, a view shewing a modification 

of Fig. 7, and 

Fig. 9, a view of a modified rod-shaped 
holder. 

The holder is made of any suitable 60 
insoluble and tasteless material, such as 
glass or the like and may have any con- 
venient form. The holder a in Fig. 1 
consists of a stick or a glass rod which 
is fitted with metal collets b and c pro- 35 
vided with hooks or clips. The collets 
are placed at opposite ends of the rod, 
and the string / whereby the infuser bag 
e is tied, is twisted around the rod and 
attached to the hooks or clips, the bag 70 
being arranged close to the lower end of 
the rod so that the latter can be con- 
veniently used for immersing the bag in 
and stirring the liquid in which the con- 
tents are to be infused. The operation is 75 
indicated in Fig. 1. The collet c is 
arranged at a distance from the lower end 
d of the rod so as to prevent the hook from 
being thrust into the bag. 

Fig. 2 shews an arrangement wherein 8Q 
the stick or rod a is formed integrally 
with a hook b 1 and has at the lower end d 
a slit c for the reception of the string /. 

In another arrangement, which is shewn 
in Fig. 3, the rod is formed with two slits qc 
b 2 and c 2 , and it has also at the top end a 
plate ff which may be provided with 
letters or figures. 

Fig. 4 shews a holder in the form of a 
glass tube a 1 provided with a collet and on 
clip c for attachment to the bag e. This 
tube may be used for imbibing the 'liquid. 
A similar arrangement is shewn in Fig. 
5 wherein the tube a a is provided at its 
lower end with a perforated bowl ft. 95 

A holder a 3 in the form of a spoon is 
shewn in Fig. 6. The spoon has an aper- 
ture h* and an eyelet c 3 for the reception 
of the string /. 

In the construction shewn in Figs. 7 j AA 
and 8 a bell 6 4 is formed at the lower end 
of a rod a 4 . The bell is adapted to receive 
the bag e and has a slit c 4 through which 
the string / is passed. The bell may, as 
shewn in Fig. 8, be provided with per- 
forations <P, and the edge e 1 of the ibell * 
mouth may be waved.
